Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art made of record teaches a method for measuring receiver mixer 
l/Q mismatch in a transceiver comprising providing a training signal for a receiver mixer, 
the training signal having periodic correlated signal and determining a phase and gain 
mismatch in the receiver mixer over a unit period but does not teach a training signal 
having periodic uncorrelated I and Q signals. Also, reference the applicant's remarks 
filed 03 August 2006.
